“The answer to 
that question," says Mr. Fnrss, “ \v,li 
put us in better position to deal ef­ 
fectively with the problem of the Ii ivt* 
cost of living, because it will help I lie 
people to protect themselves against 
Hie profiteers. At present almost any­ 
body’s statement about tin* cost of 
labor cati get by, because the subject 
has not been studied. 
Hut there’s 
something more than labor costs be­ 
hind tile fact that prices always rise 
before wages rise, and always rise 
far hillier In proportion than wages. 
We must go after tile real cause, and 
not unthinkingly charge It all up to 
labor." 
President Luther O'. Steward of tin* 
National Federation of Federal i ’m* 
ployees states that "In the cost of pro­ 
ducing sugar, for example, according 
to the tariff commission, the coat of 
agricultural and factory labor was 
41!.4 per cent of the total cost of pro­ 
duction In 1918. 
Tills is an Industry 
of which tile labor cost Is relatively 
high. 
According to the department of 
commerce, of the cost 
of making 
men’s shirts and collar* the workers 
receive 25 to Ho per cent; on men’* 
factory-made clothing the labor cost 
is Ho to 40 per cent; on knit goods, 
Including hosiery and underwear, the 
labor cost Is 29 per cent and on wom­ 
en'* muslin underwear 22 to 25 per 
cent. 
“These last figures are for 
1918, 
but materials have continued to soar 
in price. 
We need more fuels of fids 
kind brought up to date. 
With such 
figures and a study of the Income and 
excess profit tax returns it should be 
easy to locate the profiteers.”

“The question that ta pressing Bow," 
says Miss Wing, "is whether the large 
number of French women who have 
been employed in munitions factories 
and have thus had the training and ex- 
perlence <d working with modern In­ 
dustrial machinery in large plants will 
have opportunity for employment In 
similar large plants making peace time 
products, or whether the trend of 
French industry will be to return to 
hand work. 
"During this time of readjustment 


many women are out of employment 
and schemes are on foot to train for 
mer munitions workers for irades that 
are opening up."
